tended to Laſting Peace. They fbat h.d wont m Sterled 
Coats tollep in Champam Fields, lap dallying now in Bede 
of Silk: fhep that had wont with weary Armes to weld the 
Mlarlike Fauchton, ſate now imbzacing lovely Ladies on 
kyeir Antes, aud they whoſe eares had wont to hear the rufull 
cryes of ſlaughtered Souldiers, where now oze-clopd with 
Puſicks pleaſaut Harmony. 

In this Delictous manner lived cheſe Champions in ſhe 
City of I. ondon, burptng the remembzance of ali weir foz- 
mer Adventures in we Lake of Oblivion, and ſpending their 
times m Monourable Tilts, amo Cour tip Turnaments: 
where Saint George perfozmed many Atchie vements in Þo- 
nour ol his beloved Ladp, aud ſhe other nights in Honour of 
kpeir Piſtreſſes. ; 

But at laſt, Saint Georg'cs fþ2& Sonnes , Guy, Alex- 
ander, and David, being ali thzee bozn at one Birth, as pou 
beard befoze, in the WtiderneſCe, aud ſent into tha& ſeve- 
Tall Kingdoms by their careful Father to be trained up: 
the one in Rome to the Mar like Romanes , another unto 
Wittenberg to he Learned Germanes, che fþtrd unto Brittain 
to fye Ualiant Engliſh- But now being grown to ſome ripe:

Showes fhe Citizens pzovided, and how the Strets of 
London were beautified with Tapeſtrp, the ſolemne Belg 
chat rung them topful Welcomes , aud ſhe Silber ſtramed 
Inſtruments that gave them pleaſant Entertamment. Al- 
lo J paſſe over the Fathers iop, who pztzed their Sights 
moze pzecions in his Epes, then if be had bene made ſole 
Monarch of we Golden Pynes of rich America: oz that 
everp hapre chat gzew upon his Mead had beene equalied 
with a ktngdome, and he to gibe as many Golden Dia- 
dens in his Azmes. - Allo heir Mothers Welcomes to her 
Sonnes, who gave them moze Kilſes then lhe bzeathed fozty 
Gzoanes at their Delivertes from her patnful Momb in the 
Wilderneſſe. , 

The ofher Champions Cenrteſies were not the leaſf noz 
of the [malle ſt tm Account, to fheſe ther poung Gentlemen: 
but to be ſhozt, Saint George ( whoſe Lobe was deare unto 
his Childzen ) in his own Perſon conducted them unto thetr 
LodgingS.,, whereas thep ſpent that Dap, and he Night 
7 m Ropall Banquetting amongſt their Pzmcelp 

ziends. 

But no ſoner appeared the Poznings Sun upon che 
Pountame tops, and the cleare Conntenance of the Elements 
made mencian of ſome enſuing Paſktme, but Samt corge 
— a ſolemne Punting, foz the Welcome of his

Likewiſe Sabra (intending to ſ& her Song 
valours diſplaped in the Field, whether E Pan t cou⸗ 
rage like their Father oa no) cauſed a gentle Palfrey fo bee 
p20vided.whereon (ſh2 mounted her Pztncely perſon to be wit⸗ 
neſſe of theſe Silvane ſpozts ; che was armed with a curious 
bzeaft-plate w2onghf like to. the ſcales of a-Dolphin, and in 
her haud ſhe& bare a ſilver Bow of the Turkiſh faſhion, like 
4 N Nug&n, oz Diana hunting tn che Gzoves of 
rcadia. | 

Thus tn this gallant manner rode fozth fheſe Hunters to 
fycir P2incely Paſtimes, where after they had ridden 
ſome fix miles from the Cifp of London, there fell from S. 
Gcorge's noſe ha d2ops of purple blad , whereat he ſud- 
denly ſtarted, and fberewithati he beard the croaking of a 
Flight of Night Ravens , fhat hovered by the Fozreſts 
ſide , all which he iudged to bee diſmaliſignes of ſome enſuing 
Stratagem: but having a P2incely minde, he was nothing 
diſcouraged thereat , noz little miſtruſted che wofull acct: 
dent that after h pp ned, but with a NobleReſolucton enter⸗ 
ed the Fozreſt , accounting ſuch Faze-tellmg Tokens foz 
Did TWtves Ceremaonies, wherein they had not paſſed the 
comp: fe of half a mile, but fpey Started a Milde and ſwikt 
Stagge, at whom thep uncoupled their Youuds , and gave 
Wꝛidle to their Bozſes , and followed the Game moze ſwift: 
ter than Ppzates purſue the Perchants Dips upon che 
Seas: But now behold how frowning Foztune changed 
coe ir pleaſant Paſtime to a ſad and -blody Tragedy ; foz 
Sabra pꝛeſtering to keep pace with chem, delighted to be- 
hold the valiant Encounters of her poung Sons, and being 
carelefſe of her ſelf , th2ough the over-ſwiftn:fe of her 
Steed, ſhe llipped beſide her Saddle, and ſo fell directly 
upon a Thozny Bake of -15zambles, fhe pzicks whergof 
( moze tharp than Spikes of Jron,) entred toevery part of 
her delicate body: Some pierced the lovely Cloſets of her 
Star re bzight c pes; wherebp (in ſtead of Ch2yſfall pearled 
teares fhere illued d2ops of pureſt bid: her face befoze 
fpat bleſhed like the Poznings radtant countenance , was 
now changed into a Crimſon red: her milk white bhaues 
khyat latcly ffrained_tþe Jbozp Lute , did (em to *

monrne not pun, noz grieve pou mp Sons, noz you bz ve 
Cbh2ifttan Knights , but lt pour Marlike D2ums con- 
vey me ropalip to nip Tombe, that all the UWozld may waife 
in B2azen Eoks, how J have followed mp Lozd (the 
Pꝛice of Chziſtendome) ſbzeugh many a Blovie Field, 
and foz his lake have left mp Parents, Friends, and 
Countrep, aud have T2avellcd with him th2ough maup 
a dangerous Kingdom : but now tbe cruell Fates have 
wꝛought the ir lateſt ſpite , aud finiſhed my life, becauſe 
Jam not able to perfozin what Love he bath deſcrved of 
me.

Theſe ſozrowfull wozds were no ſooner ended, but her 
fok her bledmg limbs betweene his famting Armes, ano

— RW extaſie a while lying, gave way to olpers to unfold

But his Sonnes whoſe ſozrowes were as great as his, 
p2oteſted never to neg leck one day; but datly to weep ſome 
teares upon their Mothers Gzave , fill from the Earth did 
ſpzing ſome moznfyull Flower, to b:are remembzance of 
her deafh , as did the Uiolet that ſpꝛung from chaſt Adonis 
b'od, where Venus wept to ſ& him Nlatne. Ltkewtſe the 
ofpcr ſix Champions (chat all the time of fhetc lamentact- 
ons ſtod like men d2owncd tn toe depth of ſozrow ) began 
now a little to recover themſelves, ano after pꝛoteſted by the 
honour of true Knight-hod, ano by be Spurre and golden 
Garter of Satnt George's Legge, to acc ompanp him unto the 
holp Land bare foted, without either hozſe oz (hoc, only clad 
In ruſſet Gaberdmes, like the uſuall |tlgztms of the Mold, 
and never to return till they had payd their Uwes at that 
bleſſed Sepulchze, 

Thus tm fbis ſozrowfull manner wearied hep the time 
awap , filling the TUcds with Ecchoes of thetr lamentaci⸗ 
ons, and recozding fbeir dolours to che whiſtling Winds : 
but at laſt when black Night beganne to app2oach , and 
with her ſable Mantle to over (pzead the Chyſtall Firma: 
ment, they retired wich her dead bodp, back to he Citp 
of London, where the repat of this Tragicall accident, 
dzowned their friends mim a Sea of (ozrow 7 foz the newes 


of per timelefle death was no ſooner bautted abzoad, ey tbe 
me 
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ſame cauſed bob eld and poung to lament fhe logre of ſe 
ſweta Ladfe. The Silver headed age, fhat had wont in 
Scarlet Gownes to met in Counſell, ſate now at home in 
d ſcontented Gziefs: the gatiant Youth , and comely Uir⸗ 
gtns that had wont tobeautifie the Streets with Coſtly Gar - 
ments, went dzoping up and down in Black and mourn⸗ 
fell Ueſtures: and hole remozſelefſe hearts that ſeldome 
were oppzefſed with Sozrow , now conſtrained fhcir eyes, 
„ » to Diſtill a Flod of bziniſh and pearly 
cares. 

This generali grief ofthe Citizens continued foz the ſpace 
of chirty dapes; at the end whezeof, Saint George with 
his Done aud the ofher Champions mferredher Bodp ve⸗ 
rp Bonourably , aud ereſtted over theſame a Rich and coſt⸗ 
ly Ponument ( tn Sumptnous State like che Tombe of 
Mauſolus , which was called one of the Wonders of the 
Wozld, oz like to fþe E pramides of Greece, which was a 
am to all Architects) foz thereon was poztraped the 

Nugn cf Chaftity wich ber Paidens, Bathing themſelbes 
tn a Chzyſfali Fountatne, as a witneſſe of her Mondzous 
Chatily, agamſt the luſtfull aſſatiments of ali lacivious At: 

empts. | 

bereon nas alſo molt livelp pictured a Turtle-Dobe 
tittingupon a Tre of Gold, in ſigne of fþe true lobe that 
ſhe boze to ber betzothed Hus band. 

Alſo a Silber coloured Swan Swimming upon a Chꝛpſtall 
Miver, as a token of her Beauty: foz as p Swan excelleth all 
other Fowls in whitneſſe,ſo ſhe excelled all the Ladies in the 
Wozld f Beautp. i 

J leave to ſpeak of the curious wozkmanſhip of ſhe P ina⸗ 
cles that were framed all of the pureſt Jeat, pummelled 
with Silber and Jaſper Stones: Alſo J omit the Pendants 
of Gold, wwe Scutchions of Pzinces, aud the Arm? of Coun- 
treys that beantified her Tombe, the Dt'courſe whereof re- 
quires an D2atours Elequence oʒ a Pen of Gold dipt in we 
dew of Helicon, flowing from Parnaſſus Hill, whereas the 
Pulſes do inhabtt. Yer Statue oz Picture was cat ved cun- 
ningly tn Alablaſter, and laid as it were upon a Pillow of 
Gren Silk, like to Pigmalions Jvozy Jmage , and —

The ſecond part of the 
Her wounded heart that yet doth freſhly bleed, 
Hath caus d ſeven Knights a journey far to take, 
To faire Ieruſale n, in Pilgrims weed, 
The fury of her angty Ghoſt to ſlike : 
Becauſetheir ſilvane ſports was chiefeſt guilt, 
And only cauſe her blood was timeleſſę ſpilt. 


Thus after be Tombe was erected, and fhe Epitaph en: 
graven on a ſilver Table, and all things perfozmed accoꝛding 
to Saint George's dit ect ion, be left his Donnes in tbe City 
of London; under the Government of the Engliſh king: and 
tn company of the other tx Champions, he tok his iout ney 
towards lerufalem. 

They were Attpzed after the manner of Pilgrim, in rut⸗ 
ſet Gaberdines downe to fhetr feet; in fycir hands they boze 
ſtaves of Ebon wood tipt at the ends with Silver, tbe pikes 
whereof were of the ſtrongeſt Lydian St&l, of ſuch a ſharp: 
neſre, that they were able fa pierce a Target of Toztops 
Shell: upou their bzeaſts hung Croſſes of Crimſon Silk, 
to ſigniſie ſhe y were Chziſtian Pilgrims, travelling to the 
Sepulchze of Ch2tlt. | 

In this manner ſef hep ford fram England in fhe 
Spzing time of the peare, when Flora had beautified the 
Carth with Natures Tapeſtr p, and mate their Pefages as 
pleaſant as the Gardens of Heſperides, adazned with all 
kind of odoziferous Flowers. Mhen as thep croſſed the 
Deas, che ſilver waves ſcemed to lie as ſmoth as Chzyſtati 
Ice, aud the Dolphins to dance above the waters, as a ſigne 
of a p2oſperous tourney. In travelling by Land, the wapes 
ſ&mudſo ſhazt and caſts, aud the chir ping melody of Birds 
made them ſuch mulick as they palled, that in a ſhozt ſeaſon 
thep arrived beyond the Bozders of Chziſtendam, and had 
entred tbe Confines of Atrica, 

There were the p fozced inſtead of Dolonp 13-ds,nightly 
to-reft tbi ir weary Limbes upon heaps of Sunne burnt 
Moll: : ans inſtead of ſilken Curtatines ond cui fous Cano: 
pies, they had the Clouds of Heaven to cover them. Now

This rare anderc&eding Garland was no ſoner framed 
by Enchantment, aud delivered tnto his hands, but hee left 
be Enchantreſſe ſitting in ber Ebon Chatre up an a block of 
Stele (pz attiſing her fatali Arts, ) with her hatre hanging 
about her ſhoulders, like wzeathes of Snakes oz inbenomed 
Serpents: aud ſo returned to his Mokpers Tembe , where 
be hung it upon a Pillar ol Silver that was placed in the mid⸗ 
dle of the Monument.

Firft, after he had (ſubmiMibelp, and with great humt- 
ty) let fall a ſhowze of ſilber Teares from the Ciſternes 
of his Epes, in remembzance of his Pothe rs timeleſſe Tra 
gedie, hee pzickt his naked Bꝛeaſt with a ſilver Bodkin, the 
which hee bought in his hand, from whence fyere trickled 
down ſome fhirty d2ops of 1Blod, which her after offered up 
to his Mothers Tombe in a Silber Baton, as an evident 
ſigne that were could be nothing moze dear, noz of moꝛe pꝛe⸗ 
cious pʒice, than to offer up his own Blood foz her Love. 
This Ceremonious gift cauſed his two other 1B2others to 
Cwell in hatred like two chaſed Lyons, and run with Furp 
upon him, intending to catch him by the hatr of the Head, and 
to dzagge him round about their Pothers Tombe , till 
his Biames were daſhed againſt the Parble Pavement , 
and his blod ſpzinkled upon her Gzave : but this wicked

ip Hoſt, whom Nature had honoured wil ſeben comelp 
Sonnes, daily kept wem company , and not only ſhewcy 
chem the curiolities of his Babitation , but alſo deſcribed the 
pleaſant ũtuation of his countrep,how fhe Towns and Cities 
were adozned with all manner of delights, wh:reby they ſms 
ed like the imperial Palaces of Iovc, where are heard moſt de⸗ 
lightfall Harmontes, and the pleaſant Fields and flouriſh⸗ 
ing Pedowes lo beavtificd with Natures gladſome ozna- 
ments, chat fyep ſ@med fo2 pleaſute to cxced the Pal: 
— — - 4 great Turk, oz any ofher Potentate whatſoever tn

Some dapes were (ſpent away tn this manner fo the crceed- 
ing gre:t pleaſure of he Chrifttan Knights, aud evermoze 
when the dark night app2oxched, and che wonted time of lleep 
* ſunimened them to fhetr ſilent and quiet reſts, fhe Jewes Chil⸗ 
dzen, being ſeven as b2ave and comelp Bopes as eber Dame 
Nature framed , filled the ſeben Champions ear es, with ſuch 
ſweet and delicate Melodies , gently trained from thetr 
Jvozp Lutes, that not Arion ( when all fhe art of (wat 
Pulick conſcafed with his tune voice, and hand, when hee 
won favour of the Dolphin, being fozſaken ol men) was 
comparable fhereto: whereby the Ch2ifttan Champtons were 
Inchanted with ſuch delights kat the ir lleepes ſ&med to beer 
as pleaſant as was the (wet toyes of Elizium. 

But upon a time, after the courteous Jew Had intelli⸗ 
gence how thep were Chziſttan nights, and ſuch admired 
Martiall Champions, whom Fame had csnonized to bee 
tye wonders of the UWozld foz Par tiall Diſcipline and 
Knitghtly Adventures: and finding a fit oppo2ztunity as be 
walked in their companies, upon an evening under an Ar -

J was tn my fozmer pers (whilſt Fo2tune ſmilednpon my 
happine ſſe) che principal commander and <tefowner of acer: 
tain Fountain, of ſuch wonderfull and pzectons vertue, that 
it was valued fo bee wah the Kingdom of India: the 
water fhereof was ſo ſtrange in the operation, that in four ano 
twenty houres it would convert any Mettall, as of 132affe, 
Copper, Jron, Lead, oz Tinne, mto tich refined Gold: the 
Stony Flint it would turn info pure Silber, and any kinde 
of carth into excellent mettaii. By fhe vertue whereof, 3 
have made the leaves of Trees a flouriſhing F o2reft of riches , 
and he blades of grafle valuable to the Jewels fhat b formd 
in tbe Countrep of America, 

The vertue whereof was no ſonner bzuited fþzough- the 
Uozld, but it canſed many kozreign Knights to try the Ad-

s Fountain. 

But at chat time nature graced me wifh one and twenty 
Sons, whereof [even be pet living and fþe only comfort of my 
age: but the other fourteen (whom frowning Foztune hath be:

ice fozfitudes defended ountain from many great and fa - 
rigus aſſaplers: foz there was no Knight in ali the Uoztd 
that was found ſo hardy oz of \ 1ch invinctbie conrage, that if 
they but once attempted to encounter with any of mp valt- 
ant Hans, the p were either taken p2iſoners, oz flain in tye 
combat. 

The fame of their balours, and che riches of fhe Foun: 
tain rung fþ2ough many ſtrange Countreps, and jaſtly, 

came to the eares of furious Gpant, dwelling upon

he bozdersof Arabia: who at fye repozf fyereof came arm- 

ed with his Sterly Coat, with a mighty Bat of Aron on his 
neck, like to furious Hercules that hurſt the Bzazen Gates 
of Cerberus „ and boze the mighty Mountan Aclas upon 
his ſhoulders: her was the Conquerour of wy Sons, and 
the firſt cauſer of mp ſudden downfall. But when I thus 
had itelligence of th: oberfþ2ow of fourteen of my Sons, aud 
that hee had made Conqueſt of my wealthy Fountain, 4 
with the reſt of wp childzen, tbinking all hope of recovery to bee 
paſt, b:toak our (elves to this ſolitary courſe of life, where 
ever ſince tn his Manſion oz Mermitage we have made our 
abode aud reſidence, ſpending our wealth to che relcfe of tra⸗ 
vellmg Kinghts , and wandzing Pilgrims : hoping once 
again fþat ſmiling Fozftime would advance us to ſome bet- 
ter hap; and fo be plain, right wozthy Champions, fince 
then mp hope was never at the heigth of full perfection till 
this pʒeſent time, wherein pour Excellent Pꝛeſences almoſt 
aſſure me that fhe hideous Ponſter ſhall be Conquered, mp 
Foul - „ Mio mp Sons deaths (foz dead ſure they 
are) revenged. 

The Champions with great admiracion gabe ear to the 
frange Diſcourfe of this Reverend Jew, aud intended in re. 
quitall of his extraozdinary kindnefſe to undertake this Ad- 
venture. And the moze to encourage the other, Saint George 
began in this maner to utter his minde, ſpeaking both to the 
Jew their Hoſt, and his Ualtant fellow Champions. 

"  Ihavenotf without great wonder (moſt reverend and cour⸗ 
tedus Olo Pan) heard the ſtrange Diſcourſe of thy ad- 
mirable Fountatne, aud do not alittle lament that one of ſo

And now to you mp baliznf Champions J ſpcak,fhat with 
me fh2ough many dangers habe Adbentured: let us Couragt- 
oully attempt this rare Adventure, wherein ſuch Honour to 
our Names, ſuch Yappineſſe to our friends, ſuch Glozp to 
God cenſiſts, tn recovertng Right to che W2onged, ano pu: 
niching rightfullp the wrongers of the oppꝛeſſed. Ard chat 
were be no contencion among us who ſhell begin chis Ad- 
venture, foz J know all of pou fhfrff after Honour , there⸗ 
foze lit Lots be made, and to whomſocver the chief Lot fal- 
icth let him be mot tn aCapling: the Gpant, and ſo good 
Foxztune be dur Guides. 

The cxceding foy which tbe Old Jew concetvcd at the 
ſpeeches ołk Saint George, had nere hand bereft him of the 
uſe of ſenſe, foz abobe meaſure was he ober toped. But at 
length, recobering ule of ſpec , be thus fhankfully bzake

How mfinitely J finde my ſelt beund unto pon. pou Famous 
and undoubted Chꝛiſttan Champions, ali my ableneſſe is not 
able to expꝛeſſe: one ly fhankfulneſſe from the depth of a true 
heart ſhall to pou be rendzed, | 

The Champions without moze wozds diſrobiag them- 
ſ:lves f:om their Pügrims attire, every one ſelected fozth an 
Armour fitting to their j? oztly Bodies, then ready tn che 
Jewes hanſe, and in ſtead of weir Ebon Staves, tipt with 
Silver, chep wielded in their hands ſteeled blades, ano fheir 
fxt that had wont to indure a painefull Pilgrimage upon fhe 
bare ground, were now ready pꝛeſt to mount the L offp Stirrop: 
but as J ſaid, thep purpoled not generally to aſſatle the Op⸗ 
ant, but ſingly every one to try his own foztune , ſhereby to 
obtain the greater Honour, and their Deeds to merit che high- 
er Fame: therefoze the Lots being caſt among themſelves 
which ſhould begin the Adventure, the Lot fell firſffo Saint 

Dennis the Noble Champtan of France, wha greatly retoy- 
ced at his Foztune, and (o departed foz that night to get 
fhings tn reidineſſe; but the next mozning no ſoner had the 
Golden Sun diſplayed his Beauty in fhe Taft, but S. Dennis 


aroſe 
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aroſe from his liuggiſh Bed aud artired himſelf in coſt ly gr* 
mour , and Ponnted upon a Steed of Jron G2ap, with a i gan- 
gled Plume of Purple Feathers on his Burgonet, ſpangled 
with Stars of Gold, reſembling the Azure Firmament beou- 
tified with gliffring Sars. | 

Where after he had taken leave of fhe ofher Champions aud 
had demanded of the Jew where fþe Gpant had his reſidence, 
hee depar ted fozward on his tout ne p, and befoze the Sun had 
mounted to fhe top of Yeoven , be app2oached to the Gyants 
pꝛeſence, who as then ſate upon a Block of Stel direitly befoze 
the golden Fountain, ſatiſfping his hunger with raw fleſh, and 
guenchirg his hir ſt with the tupce ol ripe grapes. 

The firſt ſight of his ugly and defoꝛmed p2opoztion elmoſt 
daunked the valour of the French Champion, that h& ſtood in 
a maze, whether it were better fo try fhe Adventure oz return 
withzdiſhonour back fo his other fellow Lnigts. But having a 
heart furnithed with true Pagnantmity, he <oſe rather to die

The next Lot ſhat was caſt, chanced fo Saint Andrew 
of Scotland, a Knight as highly honoured foz Mar tiall 
Dilcipltne as any of fhe reſf: his Steed was clad with a 
Capariſon after fhe manner of che Gzecians, his Armour var- 
niſhea with Green Oples, like the Colour of the Summer 
Fields, upon his bzeaft he boze a Croſſe of Purple Silk, and 
on his 1Burgonet a godly Plume of Feathers: but yet Foz- 
| tune ſo frowned upon his Enterpzize, that hee nothing pze- 
vailed, but committed his life to the mercy of fye Gpant, 
who likewiſe imp3iſoned him wtth che ofher Kntghts. 

The fifth Kot fell fo Saint Patrick of Ireland, as bzabe a 
Knight as ever Nature Created, aud as adbencurous in his 
Atchievements: Jfever Hector upon his Ehzpgian Steed pran- 
ced up and dolun fhe ffreets of Troy, and made fhat age admire 
his foztitude, fþis Iriſh u night might counter vail his valour. 

Foz no ſaner had the Silber Pon foſok the Azure Fir- 
mament, and had committed her Charge to fhe Golden Bur⸗ 
niſht Sun : but Saint Patrick appzoached ſhe ſight of the

The ſight of this Ualiant ion (0 daunted fhe con-

ly Ualour induced the Encounter: but che unkinde Deftt- 


nies not intending to gibe him he Ponour of ſpe unn 
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compelled the Champion to y&ld to fhe Gpents fozce, am 
like a Captive to accompany the other impriſoned Cham: 


ons. 

The next Lot fell to Saint David of Wales who nothing 
diſcouraged at the diſcomfiture of the other Ch2iitan Uinghts, 
but at the Mozning Suns npriſe into the Azure Firmement 
gliſtered in his ſilver Armour befoze fhe Fountain; with a 
Golden Griffon ſhining on his bꝛeaſt, where her indured a 
long and dangerous Combat with the Gpant , making the 
Skies relound with Ecchoes of their ſtrokes: but at laſt 
when the Gpant perceived that Saint David began to grow 
almoſt bꝛeathleſſe, in defending che huge aud mighty blowes 
of his Steeled Batte, and chiefelp thzough his long Encoun 
ter, the Gpant renewed his ſtrength , ano ſo redoubled his 
ffroakes , that Saint David was conſtrained like fo the 
ofher Chziſfttan Champions ta yeld to che Gyants mercy. 

But now ſhe Invincible and Meropcall Champton of 
England Saint George , he that is Fames true Kinght , 
tbe Pap of Yonour, and the Mozlds wonder, remaining 
in the Jews Pabillion , and pondzing in his minde the bad 
ſuccefle of we ofycr ſix CHIEN, and that it was his turn 
to fry his Foztune the next mozning in the Adventure: hee feil 
into great Contemplation ; (quoth her) J that have fought foz 
Chziſtian Knights in Fields of Purple Blood, auo made 
mp enemies to Swim in ſtreames of Crimſon Goze , ſhail 
J not now Confound this Blodp and Inhumane Ponſter, 
that hab diſcowfited ix of the B2aveff Knights fpat ever 
Nature Framed. J llew the Burning Dzagon in Egypt: 
A conquered the Textile Gpant that kept the Inchanted Caſte 
amongſt che Amazontans , then Foztune let we accompliſh 
tbis danger ous Adventure, that all Chʒ iſtians and Chriſtian 
uights map applaud thy Name. 

In this anner ſpent he away the night, hoping foz the hap⸗ 
py ſucceſſe of the next dapes Enterp21ze, whereon hee vowed 
up the Honour of his Golden Garter, either to retutn a woz- 
thy Conquerour, oz to die with Bongur Uaitantly. 

And when the Day began to beautific the Caſtern Ele⸗ 
ments with a fair Purple colour, he repaired to the Jewes At

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Capariſon, in ſigh ofa bloody and Tragtcall Adventure: his 
Plume of Feathers was like a Flame of Firequencht in blod, 
as a token of ſperdy revenge: he armed himſelf not with a 
ſtur dy Launce, bound about with Plates of 15zaſſe, but tok a 
Javelin made of Steel, tþe one end ſharpened like the point of 
A 8 the other end a Ball of Iron in faſhion of a Pace

Being chus Armed accozding to his wiſhed deſires , h& 
tok leave of he Jew and his ſeven Sonnes , fitting all 
tired in black and mournfnll Oznaments, pzaptng fox 
his happy and foztunate Succeſſe : and ſo departed ſpeedily 
to he Golden Fountatn, where he found the Gpant ſleeping 
careleſly upon his Block of Stele, dzeading no enſuing 
danger. : 

But when fhe Aaltant Champion Saint George was al- 
lighted from his Morſe, and ſnfficiently beheld che Defozmed 
pꝛoportion of the Gpant : how the Mapre of bis Head ſtod 
ffaring upzight like he Bziſtles of a wilde Boze, his Eyes 
gazing open like two Blazing Comets, his Werth long and 
ſharp like fo Spikes of Steel, che Paples of his Bans 
like the Talicnts of an Eagle, over which was dzawn a paire 
of Iron Gloves: and eberp ofþer Limbe huge and ſfrongly 
pzoportioned , like to the body ef ſome mighty Dake , dhe 
wozkby Champion awakened hini in fhis onder. 

Ariſe ſaid ( faid he) unreaſonable defozmed Monſter, and 
eicher make deltbery of che Captive Knights whom chou 
w2ongfullp detaineſt, oz pzepare thp ugly (cif to abide the nt- 
termoſt fozce of my warlike Arm aud Deafh-pzepared Uea-

At which wozds fbe fuctons Gpant ſtarted up, as one ſud⸗ 
denlp amazed oz affrighted from his ſleep: aiv without ma- 
king any reply at all, tok his Jron Mace fait in both his 
hands, and with great terronr let dzive at fpe moſt woz* 
thy Engliſh Champion, who with exceeding cunning ang 
nimblencſſe defended himſelf from that danger, byſpedy a⸗ 
vopding the blowes bfolence, aud wichall returned on his 
Adberſary a mighty chzuſt wich fhe pointed oz harp end 
of his Javelin , which rebounded krom the Spants bodp⸗ 
as-if it had bern run againlt an Adamantine \2illar,

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The which the inbincible Knight Saint George perceiving 
turned his heabte round Ball end of his Maſſie Javelin, 
and ſo mightily aſapled the Gpant, redoubling his heavie 
blowes with ſuc couragious foztitude , that at laſt her 
beat his bzames out of his defozwed head: whereby the 
Gpant was conffrained to yeeld up the Ghoſt, and to gibe 
ſuch a hideons roare, as though the whole frame of the

his being done, Saint George caſt his loathſome

ſcntly from their ſerbitudes , and after returned moſt tri⸗ 
umphantly back to the Jewes Pavillion, in as great Pa- 
icftp and Royalty as Veſpaſian with his Kemane Nobſes 
and Peres returnd into the Confines of flouriſhing 1:aly, 
* tye admired and gloztous Conqueſt of Ieruſalem ano 

udea. | 

Wut when fþe reverend old Jewſaw the Engliſh Chan- 
pton refurne with Uiinozp , fogether with his ofycr fir 
fc low Champions, and linewiſe beheld his fourtene Sons 
.ſafelp delivered, his top ſo mightily exceeded the bounds 
of reaſon , that bee ſuddenly ſworned , and lay foz a time 
in a dead trance, with fhe gzeat erceding pleaſure her 
£oncetbeds 

But having a little recovered his decayed ſenſes, bee 
gladly conducted them into fhctr le verall Lodgings, and 
there fþcp were pzeſentlp imarmed , and their wounds 
waſhed tn white Ute and new Mtlke , and after ban- 
queted chem in the beſt mannec he could deviſe. At which 
Banquet tyere wanted not all che excellency of Muſick 
that the Jewes ſeven younger Honnes could deviſe, 8x- 
tolling in their [wet Sonnets the excellent foztitude ol the 
Engliſh Champion, that had not only delivered their cap- 
tived Bzethzen, but reſtozed, by fhat ugly Gpantg deſer ved 
deafh , their aged Fafher to fþe repoſſeſſion of his golden 
Fountaine, Th

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Thus after Saint George with the other ſix Champions 
had ſofournedſhere ton the ſpace of thirty dayes, having placed 
the Jew with his Sonnes mm weit fozmer deſired Dignittes, 
thatis , in the Gabernment of the Golden Fountaine ; thep 
cloathed fhemſelves againe in their Pilgrims Attyze , ano 
ſo departed fozward on their intended tonuraey to viſit the holy 
&epulchze at leruſalem,

chttecture, with many Carbuncles of 
| Aaſper , aud Pillars of Jeat. The 
Temple wherein it was ercated, ffod ſeven degres of 
Staires down within fpe Gozund, we Gateswhereof were 
of Burniſht Gold, and the Poztalsof Refined Silver, cut as 
it did ſeem, cut of moſt excellent bentified Alablaſter Rock. 
Wut fn it continually burned a-ſwet (melling Taper, 
alwayes matntatned by twelve of che Nobleft: Uirgins 
divcllmg tm Iudea, attending ill upon che Sepulchze, 
dee Dantr? Semen An 
our iching pꝛide ot Summer: lp Attpze, hep 
continuall "wore as an evident ſigne of cheit pure and wn: 
ſpotted Uirginities : many dapes offered up ſheſe woz- 
fpy Champions their Ceremonſous tDebottons , to fhat 


ſacred Tombe, waſhing we Parble Paboment wiſh = 
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true and unfatned Teares, aud witneſſing their true and 
In zeals, with dhe ir continuall Uollepes of diſcharged 


But at laſt upon an Eventpg, when Titans Golden 
beames began fo deſcend che Meſterne Element, as thoſe 
Pzincely minded Champfons, tn company of theſe twelve 
admired Papdens, Kneeled befoze the Sepulchze, oftering 
up their Ebening Drizons, an unſ@n voyce (fo ſhe amaze- 
ment of them all) from & hollow Uault in ſpe Temple ut- 
teredtheſe woꝛds: 


You Magnanimous Knights of & hriſtendom,whoſetrue 

Nobilitics hath circled the Earth with Reports of Fame, 
whoſe bare feet for the love of our ſweet Saviour, have ſet 
more weary Steps upon the parched Earth 5 than there be 
Stars within the golden Canopy of Heaven: Return, return 
into the bloody Fields of War, and ſpend not the Honouis 
ofyour time in this Ceremonious manner: for great things 
by you muſt beaccompliſhed, ſuch as in time tocome ſhall 
fill large Chronicles, and cauſe Babes as yet unborne to 
ſpeak of your honourable Atchievenients. 
And yeu chafte Maidens that ſpend your time in the Ser- 
vice of your cd, even by the plighted promiſe you have 
madeto true Virginity, I charge you to furniſh forth theſe 
warlike Champions with ſuch — 4 add Furniture as hath 
been offered to this Royall Sepulchre by thoſe travelling 
Knights, which have fought under the Banner of Chriſten- 
dome. This isthepleaſure of High Fates, and this for the 
redreſſe of all wronged. Innocents in Earth, muſt bee with 
all immediate diſpatch forthwith accompliſhed, 


This unexpected Uofce was no ſoner ended, but the 
Temple (in their conceits ) ſ&med ſtrangelp to reſound, 
like the melody of Celeſtiall Angels, o2 ſhe Yoly Harmony 
of Cherubins , as a ſigne fyat the Gods were plea- 
ſed at heir n whercupon che twelve Uirgins 
aroſe from thetr Divine contemplations , and conducted 


wwe ſeben Champions to ſpe fufyer ſide of Pount Sion, 
and there beſtowed frankly upon them, ſeben ol the 
bzaveſt Stæds ſpat ſhey ever beheld , with Partiait 
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Furniture mwerable fhereunto, befitting Knights of ſuch 
eſteeme: Thus the Chꝛiſtian Champions being pꝛoud of 
their god foztunes, Attpꝛed themſelves in rich aud ſump⸗ 
tuous Cozilets , and after mounted upon their warlike 
Tourſers, kindip bidding che Ladies adtew, betak 
them to the Mozlds wide tournep. This Travell began 
at that time of the peare, when the Summers Mueene be⸗ 
gan to [pzead her beautesus mantles among the green and 
freſh boughes of the high and mighty Cedars, when as at! 
kinde of [mall Birds ficw round about, recreating fbcnt: 
ſclves in the beauty ol fhe dap, and with their well tuned 
notes making a [wert and heavenly melody : at which 
time J ſap , theſe mtghty and well effemed Knfghts, the 
ſeven Champions of Chziſtendome, tak the wap from 
Teruſalem , which they thought to bee moſt uſed : tn which 
they had not many dapes travelled fþ2ough the Deſarts , 
and over many a Mountaine top, but fysyp were mat vel⸗ 
toully feeble foz lack of thetr accuſtomed aud daily vintuais , 
and could not hide noz diſſemble fyeir great hunger, ſo 
tyat tue Warre which they ſuſfatned with Hunger, was 
farre greater than the Battels that ſhey had fought againſt 
their Enemies, as pou heard diſcourſed in che firft part of 
this Biſfop. 

So upon a Summers Evening, when ſhep had ſpent 
the day in great ertreamity, and night grew on, fhep hap⸗ 
ned into a Thicket of mighty Trees , when as the ſilver 
Mone with her bꝛight beames gliſtred moſt clerely, pet to 
fycm it ſ&med to beg as dark as pitch, fo ſhep were vcry 
ſoze troubled foꝛ lack ol fhat which ſhould ſulkatne hem, 
and or faces did ſhew and declare the perplexiftes of ſhe ir 
ffomacks, 

Do they ſate chem downe upon the greene and freſh 
ÞHearbes , very penſive of fhetr extream neceſſity pꝛovi⸗ 
ding to take their reſts that night: but all was in vaine, 
foʒ that ſyeir cozpozall neceſſities would not conſent fhere- 
unto: but without Neping they walked up and downe foz 
that night, till the nexr day tn ue mozning chat fhep tur- 
ned to their accuſtomed Travell and Journey , kþinking to 
finde ſome fed foz the cheriſhing of their Tomacks , and 
had fhctr eyes alwayes gazingabout , to ſpie ſome —_ 
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ous. where they might ſatisfie their hunger and take 

Thus tn this helpleſe manner ſpent tbep away the next 
day, till the cloſing of the evenings light, by which time thep 
grewſo faint , fhat fycy fell to gu«und with foebleneſſe : 
Oh what a ſozrow was it to Saint George, not only (oz him - 
ſelfe , but to ſee the reſt of the Champions in ſuch a-miſera: 
ble caſe, being not able to help themſelves ! and lo pare: 
12 1 little from them, her lamented in this manner fol- 

owing: 

Thou that halt given me many Uiozfes: thou ihat 
haſt made me Conquer our of Kings and Kingdomes : 
aud thou by whoſe tnvinctble power J have tamed fhe 
black faced Fur ies of dark Coſitus, tþat maskt ab2oad 
.the Wozld tm humane ſhapes : lok downe ſw&et Qr:c&enc 
of Chance J ſap, from thy Jmpertall Seat: ſhew me ſome 
favaur , and doe not Conſent that J and my company periſh 
foz hunger and want of Uiauals: make no delap to remedy 
our great nece ſlity: let us not bee meat foʒ Birds hovering 
in che Apꝛe, noꝛ our bodies calf as a pꝛey fo rabenous beaſts 
ranging in theſe Mods: but rafher,if we muſt needs periſh, 
let us die by tbe hanos of the ſtrongeſt Marriers in the unt- 
verſali WWozld , anos not baſely here loſe cur lives with 
cowardiphunger : 

Theſe and ſich like Lamentations uttered fhis valt- 
ant Champion of England, till ſuch time as the dap appear - 
ed, and the ſable curtains of coal black night were with: 
drawn. Then turned he to the rest of his Company, 
where her found them very weak and feeble: but be encou⸗ 
raged chem in the beſt manner hee could deviſe, to take their 
won try the Chance of their utmoſt unkinde F oz - 
ume. | 

Alt aint George as fhep frabeiled was ready fo 
die by the 2 and in oreat trouble of minde fox want of 
fd: pet rode he fir ſt to one, then to another, comfozting 
them, and making them ride apace : which hep might 
very well do, foz fþat their Yozſes were not ſo unpꝛobided 
as their Matters, by reaſon of fhe godly graſſe chat grew 
in thoſe Mads, wherewith at pleaſurs they filled them 


eberp night. Br 
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By this fime the Golden Sun had almoſt mounted to 
the top of Yeaven, and fhe glozious pzime of the dap began to 
Appz oach, when they came into d great Field verp plain, 
where in the midſt of it was a little Mountain, out of the 
which were appeared e great ſmoak , which gabe them to 
. chat chere ſhould bee ſome Yabitation in that 
Then the Pzincely minded Saint George ſaid fo the ofher 
Champions: take comfozt wich pour ſelbes, and by little and 
little come fozward with an eaſte pace: foz J will ride befoze 
toſce who ſhall bee our Yoſt this enſuing night. And of this 
b2ave Knights and Champtons, bee all aſſured: whether her 
ber pleaſed oz no, he ſhall gibe us Lodging t enfertatnment 
like trabellmg Rights, and fherewithall he ſet ſpurres to 
his Boſe, & ſwiftly ſcoured away, like to a Ship with ſwel- 
ing Sails upon the Mat ble coloured Ocean: his haſt was ſo 
Ipeedp, that in a ſhozt time her appzoached the Pountain, 
where at the nepſe and ruſhing of his Yozſe tn running, here 
aroſe from the ground a mighty and terrible Gpant, of ſo 
great heigth,fþat he ſemed to beea big grown Tre, aud foz 
Hugeneſſe like to a Rock of Stone: but when he caſt his ſta⸗ 
ring eyes upon the Engliſh Knight, which ſermed to him like 
two Bꝛazen plates, oz two tozches ever flaming, de layd his 
haud upon a mighty Club ol Iron which lap by him, came 
with great lightnelſe to meet S. George , but when her ap- 
pꝛoached his pꝛeſence, he thinking him to bee a Knight but of 
{ſmall valour and foztitude, hee thzew away his Iron Bat, 
aud came towards the Champion, tntending with his Fifts 
to buffet and beat ont his Bzains, but the courage of the 
Engliſh Champion ſo exceeded, that he fezgot the extremity 
ol hunger, and like acouragtous Knight ratſed hinſeſftnhis 
Sttrrops,otherwiſe hie could not reach his Head, and gabe 
him ſuch a blow upon he Foze- head with his kern edged 
Fauchton, that her cut his Bead half in ſunder, and his 
- B2atnes in great abundance ran down his defozmed body : 
lo that amazed he fell to ſhe ground and pꝛeſentip died. His 
fall ſeemed to make the ground to ſhake, as though a Stony 
Tower had ben overturned, foz as he lap upon the Earth 
her ſtemed to be agreat Dakeblown up by che Rots with a 
Tempeſtusus Whirle-winde- ar 
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At that infant the reſt of we Champions came to fhat place 
wy 22 top at that pzeſent, as befoze fhep were ſad aua 

ozro . . | 

And ſo wben Saint Dennis with fhe other Knights did ſ& 
fye greatnefſe of fhe Gyant, aud che defozmſty of his body, 
hey advanced his valour beyond imagination, and deemed 
Saint George the foꝛtunateſt Champton that ever nature fra⸗ 
med, holding that Adventure in as high honaur, as the Gre- 
cians held laſons Pzize, when he returned from Colchos with 
Medeca's Golden Fleece: and with as gzeat danger accom⸗ 
pliſhed as fþe twelbe fearefull labour s of Hercuſes: but af« 
ter ſome few ſpieches paſſed, Samt George deſired the reſt of 
the Champions to goe and ſ& what ſfoze of victuals. the Gpant᷑ 
hadpzepared foz him. 

Mpbereupon thep concluded, aud ſo generally entred the 
Gpants Youſe, which was in the manner of a great Barn 
cut out of hard Stone, and w2ought out of a Rock: theres 
tm fhep found a very large Copper Cauldzon ſtauding upon 
a Trevet of Stele, the feet and ſuppozters thereof were 
as bigge as great Iron Pillars: under the ſame burned 
ſuch a huge flaming Fire, that if ſparkled like the fiery Fur- 
nate in burning Acharon. 

Mithin che Cauldzon were bapling the lech of two 

fat Bullocks, p2epared only foz pe Gpants Dinner: 
wwe ſight of wis enſuing Banquet gave them ſuch comfort, 
chat eberp one fell to wk, hoping fog thetr Traveil to eat 
part of fhe meat: one turned the Berfe in he Cauldzon: 
anotyer cncreaſed fhe Size, and others pulled out the C oales 
ſo chat there was not anp idle m hope of fþe bencfit to 
come. 
The hunger fvcp had, aud their deſire to eat, cauſed them ta 
fall to the ir mcat befoze it was halfe readp, as though that if 
had beene over lodden: but the two nights of Wales and 
Ireland, not ntending to Dine without Bead and D 2tnk , 
learched in a ſecret hollow Cabe, whereas they found two 
great LL oaves of 1B2ead, as bigge in compaſſe as the circle 
of a Mell, aud two great Flagons full of as god Nine as 
ever tbey taſted, the which with great top and pleaſure thev 
b2ought from te Caàve, to the great and excæding contentment 
of the other Champions, | 
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In ſtead ol knives to cut their U ictuals, Saint George uſed 
his Curtle Axe which he had lately bern ſtained with the hate: 
= Gpants deteſted blood, and imbzewed with his loathſome 
24unes. ; 
Thus, and after this manner qualified bey fhe pinching 
paines and fozments of hunger, whereof fhep tok as topfull 
a repaſt as if fhep had banq:eted in fye ri<eft Kings Palace 
tn the Mold. : 

So being topfull fox heir god and happp foztunes, Soint 
George rtqueſted fye Champions to take Yo2(ſe,anv mounted 
himſelf upon his Palfrep, and ſo fhey travelled from thence 
thozow a narrow pafb, which ſeemed to bee uſcd by the Gp⸗ 
unt, and ſo with great delight they travelled all the ref 
of that dap, till night cloſed in the Beautp of the Meavens: 
xt which time they had got to the top of a high Mounfaty, 
from whence a little befoze night they did diſcover mar vellous 
and great Plapnes, the which were inhabited with fafre C1: 
ties and Towns: at which fight theſe Chziffian Champions 
received great contentment and top, and ſo without an 
taping, tyep made haſte onward on fyctr tournep till ſuc 
time as they came to alow Uaſley lying betwtxt two running 
Albers: where tn fhe middeſt of the wap they found an 2. 
mage of fine Ch2yftall , the Picture and libelp fozme of a 
beautifull Wirgin,which ſ&emed to bee w2onght by the hands 
—1 — molt excellent Mozkman, all to beſpotted with 
And it appeared by. the wounds fhat were eunningly 
fozmed in be ſame Picture, chat it was fþe Image of ſome 

that. had ſuffered Tozments, as well with Terri⸗ 

le Euttings ol Irons, as Crueil Mhippings: tbe :L abies 
Legs and Armes did (&@me as thoughthep had been ar- 
tpred , aud wzong with Cozds, and about the Heck, as 
fhough ſhe had been foꝛcibly ffrangled with a Napkin: oz 
Towmell. The Chyſtali Picture lap upon a rich adoꝛn⸗ 
ed Bed of black Cloatpes, under an Arbour of purple 
Roſes : by the Curious Faire Fozmed Image, ſate a 
godly aged Pan tn a Chaire of Cypzeſſe Mcd, his At- 
tyze was after the manner of fhe Arcadian Shepheards, not 
curious but comelp, pet of a black aud ſable colour, as a ſure 
ſigne of ſome dead)y diſcontent , his hatre hingdown woe 
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bis ſhoulders, like untwiſted Silk, in wh tneſle le Dothne 
of Thiſtles, his Beard over grown, dangling vowne as it 
were frozen Jſiklesnpon a Hanthozn Tre, his Face winks 
led and over · wann with Age, ano his epes almoſt blinds in be⸗ 
watling the griefes anzſozrowes of his heart. iT 

Whtdh ffrange aud wofull Spectacle ,: when fhe Chzf- 
tian Champtons earneſtly beheld , hep could not by any 
manner of meanes refram from ſhedding ſome few ſozrow- 
fuil teares, in ſ&tng befoze them che Picture of a Woman of 
ſuch excellent Beauty, which had bene opp2eſſed wich cruel: 
ty. But the pittifull Engliſh Knight had the greateſt com⸗ 
paſſion , when hee beheld the counterfeit of bis tozmented 
Creature, who taking truce with his ſozrowfull heart, he 
conrteonſly deſired the old Father, fitting by this wofull Spe⸗ 
&acle,to tell fhe cauſe of his ſozrow, and fhe Diſconrſe of that 
Ladies paſſed Foztunes , foz whoſe (aks he ſ&med to ſpend 
gts dayes tn that ſelitarp D2zder : to whom fþe old man with 
anumber of ſighes thus kindly replyed:

Behaviours , to tell the Stozp 9 Moes, and fhe

mentacions : dut ing all which time J habe ſate befoz? this 
Chzypfall Image, hourelp p2aping fhar ſome cour teous 
night would bee [o kinde as to aide me in my bowed re⸗ 
berge, and nom Foztune A ſee hath ſmiled upon me, m ſend⸗ 
ing peu hither to wozk a iuſt Revenge foz fþe inhuwane 
MPurtyer of mp Daughter, whoſe perfc> Image licth here 
car ved in fine Chzpſtalſl,as the continnati obicit of mp gricfe: 
and becauſe pou (hall under ſtand the true Diſcourſe of her 
tims leſſe Tragedy, J have wzitten it downe in a Peper:

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What hapned to the Champions, after they had 
found an Iamage of fine Chryſtall, io the form of 
a murthered Mayden : where Saint George had a 
olden Book given him, wherein was written in 
blood, the true Tragedies of two Sifters : and like- 
wiſe how the champions intended a ſpeedy re- 
venge upon the Knight of the Black Caſtle, 
for the deaths of the two Ladies. 


N fozmer times wohtleſt Foztune ſmiled up 
on mee, J was a wealthy Shepheard,

him 8very dap moze and mme, and her was lo troubled 
with this new deſtre , that he vatly deviſed with himſelf by 
that meanes he might obfame ber, and kep her in ve- 
ſpiaht of all fbe Uozld : im the end he uſed fbis Policy and 
Deceit to get her home tinto his Caffle: When che time 
grew on, what mp clde® Daughter his Wife ſhould ber 
delivered, hee came in great Pomp, wich a ſtatelp Trame 
of Followers to mp Cottage, and certified me that his Mife 
was delivered of a gadly Bop, and tþcreupon requeſted mg 
with bery faire ano lobing wozds , that J wouls let mp 
Daughter g oe unto her Siſter, to give her that contentment 
which thee deſired, foz that ſher did lobe her moze dearely than 
her owne Soule: Thus his crafty and ſubttil perſwaſfong

In which purſuit-J omtit and paſſe over many Noble 
Adventures that theſe fhzce Pzinces atchieved, as well upon 
wwe Raging Ocean, as upon the Firme Land, and onely 
Diſcourſe upon an Accident chat hapned to them in an 
Aland bo2dertng upon the Confines of Armenia, nere un- 
to the Jland where fhe Knight of the Black Caſtle 
remained, as you heard in the laſt Chapter, upon 2 — 
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Coaſt after fhep were Arrived, fhep fravelled in a bzoad 
and ſtraigt Path, untill fuch time as they came fo a very 
faire and delectable Fozreſf , whereas ſundry chirping 
Birds had gathered themſelves together, to refreſh and 
ſhzoud fbemſelves from fhe parching heat of we Solden 
un „ filling the Ayze with the pleaſures of fyeir ſhzill tuned 
notes.

This was no ſoner done and finiſhed, to Roſana's chie leſt 
contentment, but then fye Skies began to wax dark, and im⸗

Theſe wozds and feares of Fidelia did little paofit fo mol- 
lille the Kings heart, who rafher like a wilde Boar in ſhe 
Wilderneſſebeing compaſſed about wich a company of dogs, 
molt trefully ſhok his Limbs, and fh2ew Fidelia from him, 
in ſuch ſozt, fhat he had almoſt daſht her B2ames againſt the 
Chamber Malls, and with double wzath hee did pꝛocted to er- 
ecute his fury.

1 Ere muſt pon ſuppoſe ( gentle 
Readers) chat time had run a 
long Race befoze theſe afoꝛeſaid 
fb2tce-honeured Champions had 
purchaſed ſo many Right Moz⸗ 
fhy Uictozies: and being now 
wear ted with Age, Death with 
bis glomp countenance began to 
challenge am end of all their 
Monldiy Atchie vements, and to 
dzaw fheir Noble Names to a 
full perfection ; therefoze pꝛe- 
paring a black Stage foz Yonour to a(t his laſt Scene on, 
chus it followed. : 

The valiant Champion Saint Patrick f&ling himſels 
weakned with Time ano Age, not able any longer to endure 
che bzuiſes of Pztncely Atchtebements, became an Yermif, 
und wad2ing up aud down fbþe Mold in pow2 Habit. 
ments, her came at laſt to the Countrep of bis Birth, which 
is now talled Ireland, but. in fo mer times Hibernia, where 
inſtead of Partiall Atchievements, her offered up in the 
Name of his Redeemer, devout Dziſons, daily making te- 

long 
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kittons to fhe Deity of Glozy, in behalf of his deſired peace; 
a life moe delightfull to his aged heart, than all his fozmer ac- 
complichments. And now willing to bid fare wel to the woꝛle 
bee deſired a recloſure to bie made, and to be pent up in a Sto⸗ 
ny Mau from the ſight of all earthlp obiec's. To which 
requeſt of this Holp Father (now no Souldier but a man ol 
peace ) the Inhavitants wholly condeſcended , and builded 
him a foure-iquare Houſe of Stone, without either Mmdow 
oz Doe, Dnely alittle hole to receive his fov tn, wherem 
kyey clofed him up, never to bee ſeen moze alive by the epes ot 
moztallmen. Aiſo appointing divers of the Countrep to bzing 
him at convenient times fodto maintain nature, which they 
delivered in at d afozeſatd hole, whch they fought to be a da 
of moze thay common charity, aud he ( fpe receiver) to be an 
onour to their Countrep, by ſpe ſebere and ſtr ict courſe of 
life hee put himſelf to. Thus lived hee fye Servant of his 
God dap and night kneltng on fhe bare gre uad, till th2fce fps 
Winters cold had tane departure, and as cft the Summers 
warmth had cheared up the cold Earth, making his kners hard 
with knee ling, and his eres dim with Lamentations foz his 
fozmer offences. In which time the Hairs of his Mead were

When her had waſted (as J ſaid befoze ) fh2ice twelve 
Ponefhs in Divine Contemplations, by Julptration (as it.

dp to deliver up tbe apze of Life, he began toſpeak as fol⸗ 
loweth: : , :

All which 
when Saint Anthony had beheld, aud knowing by Jnſpiraci- 
on himſelf to be the man, with a mk minde embzaced his 
own end, and never *fter departed fhe Cha ppell but remain 
ed knteling in che ſame-upon the bare Marble, making his 
Oꝛilons of repentance to fþe Eternall Deitp, till pale Deſtt-
